THE ROYAL GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY—THE 
FRANKLIN DISCOV ERIF2. 

At the Geographical Society, on Monday evening, the 
discus:ion took place mainly on the recent disceverics 
in the Arctic regions,— 

Sir hoperick I. Murcntses took the chair. 
Captain M‘Ciintock, RN. (who was very heartil 
greeted), then read a paper upon the discoverivs Al 
by the late expedition in search of Sir John Fran. i... 
This paper described the voyage of the Fox, and 1! 
various incidents of the search, which have alread, 
Leen published in the Admiralty despatches, in the 
newspapers, and in other forms. ‘The paper was ilins 
trated and explained by diagrams and drawings pre- 
pered by Capt. R. Collinson, R. N., and Mr. Parker 
Snow, showing the route taken by the expedition, tie 
more interesting points im which were pointed out by 
Capt. Collinson, R. N., as they were referred to bx 
Capt. M'Clintock. A model of the Fox was exbibi'e:! 
on the table, as was also the original record of tin 
unfortunate Franklin expedition found in the cain 
at King William’s Land, and numerous plans aud 
maps. 
At the conclusion of his paper, Captain M'Clintock 
said: — There are two important questions which have 
been so frequently put to me that | gladly take 
this opportunity to offer some explanation upon so 
deeply interesting a subject. The first question is-- 
whether some of the 105 survivors may not be 
living among the Esquimaux? The various families, or 
communities of Esquimaux met with by Rae, Ander- 
son, and myself, at different times aud plave». all agree 
in saying No; they all died.“ But ict us examine 
for ourselves. The Western shore of King William 
Island, along which they were compelled te travel 
for two-thirds of their route is uniokabiied, and 
all that is known to us of the mouthof the Back 
River is derived from the journeys of Back, Simpson, 
Anderson, and myself. None of us have met natives 
there, consequently it is fair to conviude that the 
Esquimanx but seldom resort to ao inhospitable a 
locality, Even much more favoured 8 .Ores in this 
vicinity are but very thinly sprinkled with inhabitan's, 
and their whole time is occupied in providing a fscan') 
subsistence for themselves. In fact, their lite is spent 
in a struggle for existence, and depends mainly upon 
t :cir skill in taking seals during the winter—a maticr 
which requires such long training that no European 
has ever yet succeeded in acquiring it. My two Green 
land Esquimaux tried various methods at Bellot Strait, 
yet did not succeed; and without dogs trained to accni 
out the small breathing holes of the scala through the ice, 
and through the snow which overlays the icc, I do not 
think even the Boothian Esquimaux could live. it re- 
quires not only that a man should possess a trained dog, 
but that he himself should be well trained in the 
ouly successful mode of scal hunting, in order 
to subsist in this locality. It is, therefore, ¢ vi- 
dently an error to suppose that where an - 
quimaux can live a civilised man can live alse 
Esquimaux habits are so entirely different from thove 
of all other people, that I believe there is no instance 
on record of either a white man or an Indian becoming 
domesticated amongst them, or acquiring tolerable ex- 
tness in the management of akayak. With regard 
to the probability of procuring the means ot sulsistence 
independently of the sg I will just state what 
was shot by my own sledge party—and we never lost a 
chance of shooting anything—during the journey along 
the lands in question, that occupied us for 79 days, and 
covered nearly 1,000 geographical miles of distance 
The sum total amounted to two reindeer, one hare, I7 
willow grouse, and three gulls. The second question is 
—Why have the remains of so few of our lost country 
men been found? It is, indeed, true that only three ot 
the 105 were discovered, but we must bear in raind 
that from the time they left the ship they were 
dragging sledges and boats, and therefore they must 
have travelled almost constantly upon theice—not upon 
the land; consequently all traces or remains there va- 
nished with the summer thaw of 1848. ‘There is no 
doubt that many relics still remain strewed along the 
uninhabited shore of King William Island, beneath the 
snow ; but as it was most carefully examined three 
times, over, I cannot think that any conspicuous object, 
such as would be put up to indicate where records were 
ted, could possibly have escaped us. Ihe sum- 
mer at Port Kennedy proved a warm one, yet the ice 
did not permit us to move until the 9th of August. and 
the object of the expedition having been attained, we 
commenced our homeward voyage. On the 21st hep- 
tember I arrived in London, having landed at Ports- 
mouth, and on the 23rd the dock gates at Blackwall 
closed behind the Fox.” y

West, North, and South, the crash of universal war. 
We do not know, nor do we pretend to guess, what 
are the real intentions of the disturber of Europe. 
He may imitate the Chinese, and be in alliance with 
us there while we are at war in Europe. He may 
have incited his people to hostility against ús through 
a snaílled press, merely to put us on our guard that 
by the strength of our panoply a rupture may be 
made impossible. He may find himself involved in 
a web of contradictions which he cannot unravel, 
and, like the oracles of old, he may derive inspiration 
from the alarm of those who question him. Between 
the church which he has offended and the army he 
has bought he may look for a war, no matter with 
whom, as the only means of propitiating both. All, 
or any of these, are possible interpretations. It 
speaks but ill for the statesmanship of Europe that 
her politicians are lost either in fear or admi- 
ration of a policy which no man can unravel. 
England has too much to lose to remain quiescent 
amidst this universal arming. She has viewed the 
matter in her own practical, common-sense way. A 
few words from a venerable peer set her heart 
bounding. England is in arms. In yesterday's 
London journals we read of rifle clubs being formed, 
not for districts, but for parishes. To come nearer 
home, we find in Liverpool three volunteer corps 
organised within the week. Even the Scotch who 
reside in that city have two rifle corps of their own— 
one of them revives the prestige, as it does the spirit, 
of the old Black Watch. The banks, large mercan- 
tile establishments and manufactories, have organised 
their own corps, and if invasion be looming in the 
distance, England is now well prepared to meet it. 
Such a war will be a war of extermination. There 
will be no quarter asked or given. If France has a 
Waterloo to avenge, England hasa virgin soil to 
defend. To conquer England, the Emperor Napo- 
leon will have to find transports, not for six hundred 
thousand men, but for six millions; and it must not 
be forgotten that the shores of France are as open to 
invasion as our own. 

England is well prepared, but what of ourselves ? 
The Cove of Cork is protected by two or three 
revenue cruisers; the Shannon is open; Killala Bay 
is open; Belfast Lough is open; Dublin itself is 
open. A French descent on Ireland would wound 
England in the most vital part. Yet that vital part 
is left undefended. At the first note of war, the 
troops quartered here would be hurried off to Eng- 
land. We have then the Militia and the Constabu- 
lary to depend on. Suppose we mustered in these 
fifty thousand men - and that is much mere than could 
be well colleeted that force would be barely suffi- 
cient to defend the capital We maybe told that 
the English fleet will protect us, moving like giant 
towers round our coast. In the next French war, 
whenever it comes, the English fleet will fiad em- 
ployment enough at home. Ireland is rich and fer- 
tile; what is more to the purpose, it abounds 
with natural fortresses which a few hours’ work 
could render impregnable. It would be a poor con- 
solation to us to see the English fleet sailing in 
triumph round our coasts, when amongst us should 
be an army of Pagans, whom the eldest son of the 
Church has introduced into his warfare against 
Christians. 

We urged the other day that we should or- 
ganise rifle clubs of ourown. We do not need the 
expensive equipments which seem the rule in 
England. Steadiness under fire, quickness of evolu- 
tion, accuracy of aim, and cool courage--these are 
what we want, irrespectively of tailoring. These we 
have in abundance through our country. The word 
alone is wanting, and an army would arise. Several 
influential persons have proposed that a book should 
be opened at our office for the reception of the names 
of those willing to serve. Here we are at once met 
by a check. Mr. Herbert is very anxious for rifle 
clubs in England, but he is peculiarly silent respect- 
ing Ireland. He said, indeed, there was a law which 
prohibited the organisation of volunteer corps here, 
as if the safety of our all was to wait upon routine, or 
an abnormal exigency to be regulated by the red- 
tapeism ofa dilettanti Secretary. We should, we 
suppose, be grateful, if an army of Zouaves were 
quartered upon us, that the law had not been violated, 
and that we had been selected to be martyrs of tech- 
nieality. A fine excuse, indeed, would that be in the 
mouth of a Secretary at War, when called upon toac- 
count for Ireland's loss, that an obsolete act of Par- 
liament had not been repealed. 

We know who dees not?--¢hat the Irish Volunteers 
once counted 80,000 men, and that they preserved 
Ireland for the English Crown when invasion was 
threatened. We know, too, that the Volunteers wrung 
the independence of the Irish Parliament from the 
English Cabinet; and it is attempted to draw a paral- 
lel between that time and the present, and to ac- 
eount for the discouragement of volunteer now 
by the result of the movement then. Why, what 
have we been doing during the last sixty years? Who 
speaks now of a repeal of the Union, or of an inde- 
pendent Irish Parliament? The highest positions 
in the Imperial dominions are open to Irishmen. 
We are an integral portion of a great empire, not a pal- 
try province. Old grievances have vanished. If there 
are cries for change, they are for social changes rather 
than for political, and they are to be obtained from a 
common legislatinre which rules us all. To say that a Ca- 
binet Minister refused to put arms in our hands through 
fear of the result is to cast an imputation upon our 
loyalty. It was not we who uttered the word. We 
know that as surely as a wild and reckless soldiery 
would not distinguish between the lives of Celtic and 
Saxen beauty, or the plunder of English or Irish 
wealth, so surely would we all be found standi 
tegether in defence of both. For any changes which 
one or another party require, there isa legitimate 
method of proceeding,and, if founded in justice, those 
changes are sure to be made. It is not by remaining 
passive—standing by idly while the enemy is at 
work--that our press will remain free,that our public 
leaders may still peak boldly, or that reforms will 
bemade. Not a man of those who pretend to regard 
an invasion of this country with apathy would ex- 
change the Constitution he lives under for that of

defend us; we claim, however, liberty to defend 
ourselves. We are willing, and, we believe, we will 
be able.

even Lord Palmerston ought to know that he is playing 
a perilous game, and that his subservience to France is 
arousing suspicions and resentments amongst his coun- 
trymen which are in themselves shaking the pillars of 
the alliance that he so diligently uphelds. The one 
feeling of this country upon the Italian question is 
that we must pursue a policy dictated by our own 
interests and our own sympathies; and that there is 
anatural antagonism between these and the 

of the French Emperor. It is idle to believe that even 
so reckless a statesman as Lord John Russell can se- 
riously contemplate direct opposition to the Imperial 
program me. at, then, is left for us but a hopeless 
minority, an effe@tual protest, perhaps a humiliating 
retirement, rendered more galling by the conscious- 
ness that we have laid up a fresh store of bitter recol- 
lections in the minds of French politicians ? 

Is there one point upon which the present Govern- 
ment is agreed with France or Austria? Lerd John 
Russell has deelared for the will of the people ; 
Louis Napoleon for the rights of the Sovereign. 
The “ moral influence” of France will be exerted to the 
utmost to prevent the disement of Sardinia. 
The present Government, if their professions are to be 
believed, sympathise heart and soul with the 
annexationists. Louis Napoleon supports the idea 
of a Confederation, in which Naples and Sar- 
dinia, and Austria, are to appear under the 
honorary presidency of the Pope. No English 
Minister would dare to countenance such a 
scheme, even if practicable, but Lord John Russell 
has outvited contemporary statesmen in his denun- 
ciation of Papal misrule, Austrian oppression, and 
Neapolitan cruelty. Finally, Napoleon would respect 
the temporal rights of the Pope, whilst Lord John Rus- 
sell would entirely abrogate them; and the latter would 
extend to the Marches that freedom which the former 
will certainly, if he can, snatch from the Romagna. How 
far our policy is likely to agree with that of Austria 


may be readily conceived when we reflect that Louis 
Napoleon’s plans are based to a great extent on the 
necessity of conciliating that power, and that instead of 
moral influence Austria would probably urge the employ- 
ment of armed intervention. What useful part, then, will 
this country play in the Congress? There can be no 
approximstion between it and Austria. Louis Napoleon 
has other than English interest to consult. It would 
seem that weare invitedto examine witnesses and to 
record our opinions, but not to look forward to their 
embodiment in any definite resolution and action ; and 
we are to console ourselves for our inevitable failure by 
the assurance that matters will be no worse at the end 
than they were atthe opening of the Congress. Why, the 
very terms in which the Government organ announces 
our adhesion to the Congress condemn it. “ It will 
seek to strike,” says the Post, “the balance between 
Austrian pride, French influence, English sympathies, 
and Italian aspiratiens.’’ In other words, it will have 
to reconcile the will of the Italian people to decide upon 
their own form of Government and the pretensioas of 
their powerful neighbours to decide forthem. England, 
as participating in it, if she be not false to her professed 
principles, must necessarily come to be looked upon as 
the chief obstacle toa settlement satisfactery to France 
and Austria. Why are we now, at the eleventh hour, 
to abandon our neutrality, to permit ourselves to be 
dragged into a dispute from which we cannot possibly 
extricate ourselves without giving offence to somebody, 
merely in order to sanction an arrangement which is re- 
pugnant to the traditional policy and the universal feel- 
ing of the country ? 

Our presence in the Congress may impede the pro- 
gress of Italian independence. and it may divert the 
attention of Europe to a much more momentous ques- 
tion, but it willdono good to the cause of Italian 
freedom. There is no Congress now. Yet the liberties 
of Italy are every day more firmly consolidated. Public 
opinion throughout Europe is fighting her battle. Cen- 
tral Italy is building up, stone by stone, an impenetrable 
barrier against the enemies of her newly-acquired 
rights. The Regency is the apex of the pyramid of 
which the national assemblies of Parma, Tuscany, Mo- 
dena, and Romagna formed the basis; and it scarcely 
needs the Crown of Sardinia to mark the actual union 
of Northern and Central Italy. If, in spite of every 
discouragement from Foreign Powers—in spite of the 
convention of Villafranca and the Zurich treaties, the 
mission of Poniatowski and De Reiset, the thunders of 
the Moniteur, and the reproaches of Napoleon, the 
Italians have clung to the idea which their Imperial 
benefactor promulgated, there can be little doubt that 
they are prepared to defend it against all future 
attack. They have obtained the guarantee they desired 
the assurance of non-intervention. They have acted 
upon it for months; yet at this moment the 
Great Powers of Europe are invited to a Congress, 
in which two, at least, of the States that will be 
represented will certainly oppose the expressed will 
of the Italians. The truth is, that the promise of non- 
intervention is a farce as long as a French garrison 
occupies Rome; the presence of the foreigner in arms 
upon Italian soil ought alone to furnish sufficient rea- 
sons for this country to remain aloof from the Congress. 
The bugbear of revolution is at an end; the Romagna 
is more tranquil now than it has been for years ; and 
the priests are as safe atRimini as under the protection 
of French bayonets in the streets of Rome. We have 
no right to interfere between the Pepe and his subjects; 
but we undoubtedly ought to refuse to give our sanc- 
tion to any arrangement which takes at its starting 
point the right of any power in Europe to force on the 
people of Italy a government which can only main- 
tain itself by the military strength of its neighbours. 
If the present Ministry is intent upon a Con- 
gress, let it at least insist that the rinciple of non- 
intervention be strictly carried — let the condition 
of its appearance be the withdrawal of the French gar- 
rison from Rome. We are not so credulous as to believe 
such a proposal weuld be entertained by Louis Napoleon; 
but whilst his troops remain in Italy we can only con- 
clude that the object of the Comgress is rather the 
extension of French influence than the creation of Italian 
independence; and we assert unhesitatingly that the 
English Ministry which promotes it betrays the cause 
ef Italian independence, sacrifices the interests of this 
country, and becomes the mere tool of the French 
Emperor. 


The Times on Educated Female Labour: 

It is a common practice with moralists and historians 
to estimate the civilisation of a community by the posi- 
tion and treatment accorded to women in the social 
body; and we are usually taught to recognise the true 
features of barbarism in customs which throw all the 
labour of life on the shoulders of women, while the men 
reserve themselves in haughty indolence for the savage 
pastimes of hunting or war. With the accuracy of this 
moral diagnosis we are not eoncerned to quarrel, but we 
do entertain considerable doubt whether our own most 
—— usages in this respect are entitled to unquali- 

approval as evidence of true civilisation. In ex- 
empting our women from the toils of existence, and 
quartering them systematically on the stronger sex 
for suppert, we have left them exposed, when this sup- 
port fails them, to trials and sufferings far less tolerable 
than the mere hardships of labour. We do not sav that 
our theory is essentially false; on the contrary, we be- 
lieve it to be true; bet, whether true or false, it is found 
by experience to be impracticable, and it would be mere 
folly to shut our eyes to the realities before us. The 
simple fact that women are constantly thrown upon the 
world to get their daily bread by their own exertions is 
a sufficient answer to those who think that 
upon man is a woman’s proper position.

The disturber, not content with their own 
discordant interruptions actually brought into the gallery 
two dogs, previously drugged, sothat they might keep 
howling in pain for several hours; one of the poor dogs 
was so deeply drugged that he was found insensible in a 
pew after the service was ever. However, opinions 
may differ as tothe propriety of the rectors revival of old 
ornaments, no one can hesitate to condemn the conduct 
of the meb.

The idea, too, which the ancients 
had of glory was widely different from that which ob- 
tained now. Then it meant nothing more than unre- 
strained ambition and boundless dominion; and that 
speaker became most popular whose eloquence eon- 
tributed most to secure those objects. Society 
also was at that period in an unsettled state, and 
was rather a combination for aggression than 
calculated to promote presperity. The President, after 
dwelling upon some other points of his subject, refer-_ 
red to the connection which existed between the Under 
graduate Ph Society and the Historical So 
ciety, and remarked that while they did not intend to 
— with the latter, he was sure that as they re- 
ga the Historical Society with pride, so did they re- 
gard their efforts and their progress with pleasure. At 
the conclusion of the president’s address, he was loudly 
and enthusiastically applauded. 

Mr. Whiteside then rose and said, he had been granted 
by his young friends the privilege of proposing a reso- 
lution. That the thanks of the society are due 
to the President for his very able and 
interesting address. And indoing so he wished to include 
hisown. The learned gentleman whom they had just 
listened to with such pleasure, had observed, that the 
Philosophical Society was only to be considered as an 
auxiliary to the Historical Society, and that it was sub- 
ordinate to it; but all he (Mr. Whiteside) would say 
was, that if that address was to be looked upon as a 
specimen of its labours, the greater society had better 
look sharp. (Cheers and laughter.) Indeed, from what 
they had just heard, he thought that the young child 
was nearly equal to the old father. Mr. Whiteside then 
referred to some of the observations of the president, in 
which he said he fully concurred. It was quite true 
that the youths within the University should 
educate themselves, as well as rely upon the 
system of education provided for them, and that 
self-education was to be conducted in the manner 
pointed out by the address—namely, by speaking and 
writing, which were two excellent things. provided they 
were done well. And he might add, judging from the 
president's discourse, that in such a society as that, no 
ungenerous thought, no unkind or irreligious sentiment, 
would ever be uttered. He believed that great advan- 
tages would be derived from young men assembling to- 
gether, and, in a temperate and gentlemanly way, dis- 
cussing impertant questions. This practice would not 
only strengthen and exercise the faculties themselve, but 
fit young men for the duties of public life All 
lusion had been made to the custom of writing speeches, 
He believed such things had happened---( laughter )—-and 
more than that, that speeches had been written which were 
never spoken. It was well known that Cicero and 
Demosthenes used to prepare their speeches in this way. 
But, then, as the president had properly remarked, the 
state of society was very different in ancient Greece 
from what it is now. When a great speech was to be 
delivered, then it was a matter of great public notoriety, 
and thousands flecked from great distances to hear it; 
but now people were more disposed to go a great dis- 
tance to avoid hearing aspeech. (Laughter.) Besi les, 
it should be recollected, there were no books then, no 
printing, aud the speeches then contained a large amount 
of useful knowledge. There might be given another 
reason, too, why the style of eloquence had changed 
since the days of Demosthenes. It was pretty certain 
that he had never seen a blue book — (laughter) —an 
had he been compelled to read one, there was little dont 
that it would have had the effect of deadening 
his eloquence. Mr. Whiteside then referred,in complimen- 
tary tems to the view which the president had taken 
of the duties and responsibilities of the orator, and said 
he perfectly agreed with him, that eloquence should al- 
ways be exercised in the establishing of truth and the 
promotion of virtue. The learned gentleman concluded 
by moving that the thanks of the society were due to 
the president, for his very able and interesting address. 

Dr. Shaw seconded the motion, in a speech of conside- 
rable length, in which he pointed out the advantages 
which would accrue to the students from the Philosophi- 
cal, the Historical, and the several other societies which 
of late years had sprung up in the University. Ile also 
alluded to Mr. hiteside’s observations about blue 
books. He held the blue books in a very different esti- 
mation from Mr. Whiteside, for he believed that they 
contained much useful knowledge, and that they ought 
to be much more generally read and circulated than 
they were. 

Mr. Whiteside explained his remark by saying that 
he did not mean to.deny the usefulness of blue books. 
He only intended to say that the ancient orators were 
not compelled to read blue books, which the speakers 
of the present day had to do, and the weight of which 
was often enough to repress the sallies of the liveliest 
imagination. 

Mr. Joy, Q.C., then proposed a resolution to the effect 
that the president’s address be printed and circulated at 
the expense of the society. The learned gentleman spoke 
at some length, and most effectively, upon the utility of 
such societies as the Philosophical Society, and upon the 
influences which they would produce upon the mem- 
bers. 

The Rev. Alex. Pollock seconded the resolution, and 
made some very sound and interesting remarks, which 
were listened to with great attention.

LOSS OF THE ROYAL CHARTER—SIMPLE 
MODE OF SAVING LIFE IN SHIPWRECK.

Sin,—Your recent leading article on the quality of 
the iron used ior sheathing iron ships was the sub-

business men last evening, when it was unanimously

When iron vessels were first proposed, one of the 


great advantages named was the malleability of the ma- 


terial to be used, and that, “in striking on rocks, the 
tendency, in consequence of the malleability, would be 
to rebound from, in place of being fractured by them— 
the vessel might be dinged or bulged, but scarcely more.“ 
So it was said. This is now proved to be fallacious; there

ow beautifully simple, then, is the suggestion to 
which I alluded. It is merely that every vessel should 
be supplied with a bey’s kite, to be made ef oiled silk, or 
some such materiai, and, if at night, with a lanthorn 
attached to the tail. The wind, blowing direct to shore, 
must bring the kite thither ; the string that flies it would 
serve to bring a line, that line a rope, the rope a hawser, 
and along the hawser all the living freight. Nothing 
could interfere to prevent this full effect, except that the

THE DONNYBROOK FAIR CASB. 
In the Matter of Eliza Dillon. 
In this case, in which an application was made by Mr. 


Sidney, on behalf of Miss Dillon, for an order to be 
directed to Messrs. 7. — and madh ~ — 
siding magistrates, at College-street Police-oflice, - 
ing them to state a case, for the consideration of the 
court, of the law applicable to the granting of certificates 
preliminary to the ebtaining of licences, 


The Chief Justice said, it was the wildest experiment ever 


made upon the construction of an act of Parliament to ask 
the court to put such an interpretation upon the act of 
Parliament. They had no jurisdiction to do what was 
asked, and the quarter sessions court was the proper 
place to bring the appeal to. The application for the 
granting ofa certificate was made upon a matter of fact, 
and was applied for to the magistrate, in the same sense 
as @ servant would go to his master for a character. 
It was based upon the ground of whether the house was 
conducted properly or not ; but the Legislature did not 
contemplate that serious questions of law should arise 
om such occasions; nor did the Legislature intend 
to open a jurisdiction of a contenious nature, and 
allow parties to bring in learned counsel for 


the purpose of raising abstruse questions of law, and 
thus involve a reference to the Court of Queen’s Ben ch, 
for the purpose of deciding on such questions as might 
be suggested. It was a matter of fact simply that had 
to be decided, and there was no reason why the court 
should take such a stride as to create a new jurisdiction 
by their decision. The Recorder’s Court was a much 
better tribunal to determine upon such a case, and much 
better calculated to carry out the object of the Legisla- 
gure, which was to see that proper persons were entrusted 
with licence for houses, which it was important for the 
public should be properly conducted; therefore, the 
court should refuse the application. 

Judge Hayes remarked, that if there was a casus omis- 
gus in the act, in reference to such a case, the public 
might have reason to be thankful for it. (Laughter.) 

THE KIDNAPPING CASE. 
In the matter of Mary Mathews, alſas Mary Farrell, an 
Infant. 

In this case a conditional order had been obtained for 
a writ of habeas corpus against Miss Aylward, of 5, 
Berkeley-place, for the purpose of compelling her to give 
up the ‘custody of a young girl, named Mary Mathews, 
to the guardianship of her mother, she having been 
placed in a Roman Catholic institution, contrary to the 
express wish of the mother. Mr. Curran, with Mr. 
Sidney, appeared te show cause against making abso- 
lute the conditional order. The case was allowed to 
stand over until yesterday, for the purpose of allowing 

Miss Aylward, and the nurse to whom she had given the 
child, liberty to file additional affidavits. 

Mr. Curran stated to the court, when the case was 
called on, that his client had made an additional affi- 
davit. 

The Chief Justice —Is the child forthcoming ? 

Mr. Brereton, Q.C.—No, my lord; you will hear the 
reasens they set out in their informations. 

Mr. Curran proceeded to read the affidavit of Eliza- 
beth Kenny, the nurse to whom the child had been sent. 
The affidavit was filed upon the 14th of the present 
month, and stated that the deponent, Eliza Kenny, re- 
ceived, on the 3rd of April, a girl, named Mary Farrell, 
from Miss Aylward, to nurse and take care of; that 
said child was with her on the 8th of May, 1858, when 
a middle-aged woman delivered her a letter, purporting 
to be from Miss Aylward, as follows: —“ 6, Berkeley- 
place—Mrs. Kenny, be pleased to give messenger the 
child, Mary Farrell, as I require her here in haste. I 
have given here a sum of £1 10s. to youon account of 
my removing the child from you before the proper time. 
I will send you another child in a short time.—M. Ayl- 
ward.” (Laughter.) Deponent delivered up the child 
to the woman, who said she knew the child, and the 
little girl shook hands with her as if she knew her ; de- 
ponent gave the child, not expecting any delusion, and 
it was taken to Dublin; did not know the woman, and 
swears deponent is totally ignorant of where the 
child is, nor is she aware of any law 
proceedings having been taken in the matter. In another 
affidavit, sworn upon the 14th of the present month, she 
deposed that she had no means of discovering the person 
who removed the child. She further deposed,’ she is 
president of St. Bridget’s Catholic Orphanage, and that 
the child, Mary Mathews, was brought to her by a per- 
son named Mary Jordan, who committed the infant to her 
charge ; the child was then christened as Mary Farrell, 
after a benefactress of the Roman Catholic Orphanage, and 
was sent to nurse to the Widow Kenny, residing at 
Saggart, county Dublin; nurse Kenny subsequently 
called upon deponent, at her residence, 6, Berkeley-place, 
and expressed her regret that the little girl, Mary Farrell, 
(alias Mathews) had been removed from her so soon, 
which statement caused deponent considerable 
surprise, as she was in no way privy or 
cognisant of the child having been remored, 
and that was the first intimation she had of it ; the de- 
ponent said such removal was wholly unknown te her, 
and was done without her consent or knowledge ; she 
interrogated the Widow Kenny as to why she should 
have been induced to give up the child which had been 
commitied to her care, and Widow Kenny replied she 
did so under the impression that deponent had written 
the order for the child to be sent to Dublin ; deponent 
positively swears she never wrote such order, or author- 
ised it to be written, nor does she know, nor has she 
any means of knowing, where the child had been re- 
moved te. Counsel having read the affidavits, submitted 
his client had fully complied with the order of the court, 
and had given all the information in her power, and, if 
necessary, was willing to appear in court, and be exa- 
mined viva voce. 

Mr. Justice Hayes— Does the lady say she took any 
step to find out the person who forged the letter in her 
name, for the purpose of obtaining the child ?

The legal right of the mother to the cus- 
tody of the childj was not disputed, but his difficulty 
with regard ro making absolute the order for a writ of 
habeas corpus was, that he thought it would beassuming 
the child was, at the time of the order, within the 
power and*custody of the party against whom the con- 
ditional order was made. Counsel who argued the case 
did not impeach the accuracy of the statement that, 
when the child was so improperly taken away, 
Miss Aylward had no knowledge directly, or indirectly, 
or in any way sanctioned or encouraged such a proceed- 
ing. He thought it would be a very startling proposition 
to lay down, that the jurisdiction ofthe court might be 
evaded by handing over the custody of the child to 
another person, for the purpose of depriving the legal 
guardian of its custody. It was admitted in the case 
that up to the 3rd of April the mother made no applica- 
tion for the child, and that then it was brought to Miss 
Aylward for the purpose of bringing it up. He was 
not then prepared to assent to the doctrine that every 
person taking a child for the purpose of placing it in an 
institution rendered themselves answerable for its cus- 
tody. If the facts disclosed that the lady had no know- 
ledge of the child being taken away, he confessed that 
u cer such circumstances,he would feel some difficulty in 
making the order absolute for a writ of habeas corpus; but 
he would not ofier a very decided opinion upon the case 
without having an opportunity of considering it. 


Mr. Justice Hayes concurred with the Lord Chief 


Justice. Ile said that, after a very careful consideration 
of the case, he had come to the conclusion the condi- 
tional order ought to be made absolute, as against Miss 
Aylward. He came to that decision on the ground that 
the lady was legally responsible, she having received the 
child into her custody. Denuding the case of all the 
observations made about religion, and motives with 
which it had nothing to do, the question was very sim- 
ple—namely, the legal responsibility of Miss Aylward. 
Upon the 3rd of April last, the child was placed in her 
custody, and she upon the same day sent it to nurse. 
An application was made to her, by the mother of the 
child, upon the 5th June, to give up the custody of it, 
which she refused to do. Upon the 16th of June, another 
application was made to her by the mother for the 
child, but she would not tell where it was. That was 
the answer she had given to the legal guardian of the 
child. It could not be supposed that by that act she did 
not make herself virtually responsible for its custody, 
and the court could not allow itself to be baffled in de- 
fending the liberty of the subject. As to the feloniously 
taking away of the child by some person from the nurse, 
that did not alter the case in the slightest, degree, so far 
as Miss Aylward was concerned. Upon the day the 
conditional order was made, in his opinion the child was 
in the custody of Miss Aylward, and he could see noth- 
ing in the affidavits made since which could, in the 
slightest degree, change his opinion. 

The order was accordingly made absolute, and Tues- 
day next was named as the day for the return of the 
writ of Au, corpus.
